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Threatened by Shotgun, 
Police Shoot Man 


Two police officers shot Edward 
Dougias LaMotte after he aimed a 
shotgun at them shortly after 1:30 
a.m. Tuesday, January 10, said the 
Crawford County Prosecutor's of- 
fice. 

One officer from the Grayling 
City Police Dept. and one deputy 
from the Crawford County Sheriff 
Dept. responded to a report of a 
shot being fired and a man with a 
gun in the 400 block of Elm Street, 
near Michigan Avenue. 

The prosecutor’s office said both 
officers were confronted upon ar- 
rival by LaMotte, 35, of Grayling, 
who appeared to load a shotgun. He 
walked toward the officers who 
identified themselves as police offi- 
cers and repeatedly ordered him to 
drop the weapon. 


As LaMotte continued to ap- 
proach the officers he aimed the 
weapon at them and was shot by 
both officers simultaneously, a 
news release from the prosecutor's 
office said. 


LaMotte was pronounced dead at 
the scene by Crawford County Med- 
ical Examiner Dr. Donald Burkley. 


As of Tuesday afternoon, the 
names of both officers were with- 
held pending the outcome of an in- 
vestigation handled by the Michi- 
gan State Police in co-operative 
with the Crawford County Sheriff 
Department. 

An autopsy was scheduled for 
Tuesday at 11:30. 


Governor To Review 
Camp Grayling Report 


Governor Blanchard will receive 
a lengthy Camp Grayling Manage- 
ment Advisory Committee report 
Jan. 11. 

Among the recommendations in 


‘the report are several restrictions 


on artillery firing. The committee, 
identifying noise from the ranges 
as a major issue, recommended no 
artillery firing between three hours 


-after sunset and sunrise with ex- 


ceptions permitted by the Camp 
Commander. 

The committee also recommenda- 
ed no artillery fixing on Memorial, 
Fourth of July, Labor Day, and 
opening day of trout season week- 
ends. 


Another recommendation was 
phasing out the use of eight-inch ar- 
tillery guns by 1892. 

The committee also suggested an 
advisory committee to work with 
the military. 

The committee met Jan. 5 to 
finish work on the report and a final 
draft will be available this week. 
The Avalanche will publish an ex- 
tensive look at the report next 
week.

Downhill Cance Race Overcomes insurance Problems 


The Downhill Cance Race, one of 
the annual highlights of the Gray- 
ling Winter Sports Carnival, is 
again scheduled to be run down the 
slopes of Hanson Hills. 

An early estimate of $2,000 for in- 
suring the event had winter carni- 
val promoter worrted about spon- 
soring this year’s downhill canoe 
race. The Winter Carnival Com- 
mittee is hoping the cost of in- 
surance will be closer to $500, how- 
ever. 


The insurance, whatever the 
final cost, is only to cover the spec- 
tators for the 144-hour event. The 
participants sign waiver forms be- 
fore competing. 

Last year a canoe crashed into a 
snow-cat tractor at the bottom of 
the hill. Several minor injuries 
have been reported by participants. 
but no serlous injuries have oc- 
curred. 


Chris Holtz, the Grayling Re- 
gional Chamber of Commerce 
manager and a member of the 3- 
person volunteer Winter Carnival) 
Committee along with Mary Ann 
Johnson and Sandy McAnallen, 
said insurance cost isn’t the only 
concern with the downhill canoe 
race. Volunteers are needed to run 
the race. Call the Chamber at 348- 
2921 to help.

son Hills Sunday, Feb. 5, during the 
Winter Carnival.

Pauline Petrosky, a member of 
the Grayling Recreation Authority 
which runs Hansvu.: Hills, said she 
was disappointed in a way at some 
of the changes but still was com- 
munity minded. 


‘‘We'd like to have all the events 
out at Hanson Hills but we under- 
stand the concerns of the business 
community. If moving some cvents. 
helps bring in more people, I’m all 
for it. How will we know unless we 
try it and see what happens?”’ 


Petrosky: said right now Hanson 
Hills is in a tight spot after two mil- 
lage defeats. She said they don’t 
have enough personne! to man win- 
ter carnival activities and run ski 
operations. 

Promoting events throughout the 
county was more consistent with 
what the chamber is trying to ac- 
complish, Holtz said, and having 
some events downtown may benefit 
businesses more. 


Petrosky said the winter carnival 
hasn't been bringing in people like 
it used to 15 to 20 years ago and it 
isn't a boost to the economy the 
way it once was. She said local 


support hasn't been as strong late- 
ly. 
‘‘Just look at the number of snow 
sculptures that have been built in 
the last few years,’’ she pointed 
out. 


As part of the plan to better pro- 
mote the winter carnival, the com- 
mittee decided to cancel the winter 
carnival medailion hunt and use 
the $500 in prize money for adver- 
tising or other carnival expenses. 


The winter carnival is sponsored 
by the chamber of commerce but it 
isn’t a fund-raiser. The carnival 
just broke even last year. Several 
years ago the Grayling Winter 
Sports Carnival, Inc., ran the win- 
ter carnival. But one year it lost 
money and handed the debts to 
Hanson Hills. Hanson ills couldn’t 
afford to be surprised with any 
more debts so the chamber took 
over sponsoring the winter car- 
nival.

The Michigan Legislature, true 
to form, wound up its 1988 session 
in a frenzy of activity. 

When the lawmakers came back 
into session for the last time a 
couple of weeks before Christmas, 
they faced an avalanche of a couple 
of hundred calendar items to han- 
dle before they quit for the year. 

They tackled such things as 
school aid reform and new taxes, 
lower property tax rates, items 
dealing with AIDS and Alzheimer's 
disease, new car brokers, and the 
question of legalizing serving 
muskrat meat. 

All in all, as the two-year Session 
of the 84th Michigan Legislature 
wound down, the Senate faced 
more than 150 roll call votes, and 
the House calendar was jammed 
with 60 or more items.

Children need Number 
By Tax Time
